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Applicant, having received a Notice of Allowability in the subject 
application, hereby submits the following comments on the Examiner's 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance set forth therein. 

Beginning on page three of the Notice of Allowability, statements 
regarding why each of the claims has been indicated as allowable are provided. 
Applicant notes however that some of the claims have been mischaracterized. 

In particular, the Examiner asserts that independent claim 4 
"identifies the uniquely distinct feature of generating a unique identifier at each

occurrence of a write operation." Applicant notes that claim 4 recites, inter alia, 
a rendering device for rendering content material corresponding to encrypted 
content material contained on the recording medium, the recording medium 
also including a recording indicator for generating and storing an original 
unique identifier and subsequently a current unique identifier in response to 
first write operations of the encrypted content material being written into the 
recording medium. 

The Examiner also indicates that independent claim 8 "identifies 
the uniquely distinct feature of generating a unique identifier at each occurrence 
of a write operation." Independent claim 8 recites, inter alia, a provider of 
content material including, among other features, a third input for receiving a 
unique identifier from the recording medium in response to a first writing 
operation, the recording medium having a recording indicator for generating 
and storing a unique identifier at each occurrence of a first writing operation. 

The Examiner indicates that independent claim 1 4 "identifies the 
uniquely distinct feature of generating a unique identifier at each occurrence of 
a write operation." Independent claim 14 recites, inter alia, a method of 
providing content material including the step of recording a secure item on the 
recording medium in a second write operation, the secure item being dependant 
upon a unique identifier generated by and stored in a recording medium upon 
each first write operation. 
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The Examiner indicates that independent claim 1 8 "identifies the 
uniquely distinct feature generating a unique identifier at each occurrence of a 
write operation." Independent claim 1 8 recites, inter alia, a method of rendering 
content material from a recording medium that includes encrypted content 
material, an encrypted content key, and a unique identifier generated by and 
stored on the recording medium each time the encrypted content material is 
recorded on the recording medium. 

Applicant understands that the claims are to be construed as 
allowed, and any misconstruction or mischaracterization of the claims in the 
Notice of Allowability is hereby traversed. The claims as allowed recite features 
that patentably define the invention over the art cited during prosecution.
